The prior art neither suggest or teaches a "recombinant trimer of HIV gpl60" which 
binds to CD4, binds to an anti gp-120 antibody, binds to an anti-gp41 antibody and has no 
interchain disulfide bridges. Applicant's arguments that the prior art teaches the structures 
involved in the trimer formation are convincing and the rejections are hereby withdrawn.
